It is stated that charitable 
people will take the matter in hand if 
the board does not, and that every ohlid 
found to lie desirous of attending school, 
but prevented by want of clothing, will 
be promptly supplied.

THIN KS.DECATUB A HTJMMEB. 


W. J. Mize Struck with the Beauty 


and Thrift of Our City. 


William J. Mize, who comes from the 


windy city of Chicago, where we hope 
the World's fair will be held, was in 
Decatnr yesterday for the first time in 
six months, and he was amazed at the 
march of improvements in the city where 
he used to publish a daily Bourbon 
organ and at the same time officiated as 
the poorly paid secretary of the State 
Democratic Central Committee. Now Mr. 
Mize is in the job printing and real estate 
business in Chicago, but he had to come 
to Deoatur before he saw an electric 
street railway in operation; and when he 
got aboard one of the Citizens' summer 
cars he did so with a nervous feeling, not 
comprehending the mechanism of the 
system. He thought Chicago had about 
everything going worth having, but he 
had to. acknowledge that Decatur was 
far ahead in electrical development. He 
is nght. He spent many loose nickels in 
taking restful trips on the oars. And 
then he was pleased to note how energet- 
ically the street paving improvements 
had been pushed. He came near being 
nipped for several hundred dollars as he 
owns property on West Wood street near 
the corner of Church. He will probably 
come in for assessment next year. Before 
leaving for his home on the lake shore he 
had a look through the Powers Grand 
Opera House, a treat that he enjoyed 
hugely. He pronounced it one of the 
finest temples he had ever seen. Mr, 
Mize believes that ere long Chicago will 
adopt electricity for street car motive 
power, in the residence part of the city 
at least. In this connection it is of spe- 
cial interest to give the following on 


ELECTRICAL DEVELOPMENT. 


The Philadelphia Ledger says that the 


electric light and motor business has all 
been developed since the Centennial ex- 
hibition of 1876, when the only exhibits 
of this kind were a couple ol Gramme 
dynamos and a few expensive arc lamps 
run by clock work, and of no practical 
nee. Yet, to-day, according to the re- 
port of the president of the American 
Electric Light Association, this country 
has $510,000,000 invested as capital in 
these industries. The arc and incandes- 
cent systems of lighting appear to be 
about on a par. There are 237,017 arc 
lights in the United States and 2,703,768 
incandescent. As one arc light is the 
electrical equivalent of nine or ten incan- 
descent lamps, the energy represented in 
the two systems is nearly equal. The 
electrical railway business is evidently 
growing as the presidents report 109 
roads in operation, using 775 miles of 
track and 93G motor cars; but this is be- 
lieved to be only the beginning of a 
much greater development of this branch 
of electrical work.

The dog looked at her rather wistfully, 
evidently requesting permission to tear 
the pretty innocent, but she sternly 
shook her head and departing left the 
pair together on the lawn.

The dog was at once and forever cured 
of his vice, and his fond mistress relates 
this story to admiring friends with ming- 
led pride and affection.—Boston Courier. 


Chopin's Method. 


George Sand has given us a vivid 


sketch of Chopin's conscientiousness as 
a composer. "He shut himself up in his 
room for entire days," she says, "weep- 
ing, walking about, breaking his pen, re- 
peating and changing a bar a hundred 
times, and beginning again next day 
with rninuto and desperate perseverance. 
IIo spent six weeks over a single page, 
only to go back and write that which he 
had traced at the first essay." (Oh, mod- 
ern composers, read and learn!) As re- 
gards his creativeness, George Sand says 
that "it descended upon his piano sud- 
denly, completely, sublimely, or it sang 
itself in his head during his walks, and 
he made haste to hear it by rushing to 
the instrument." I have already men- 
tioned the fact that when he wrote his 
last mazurka he was too weak to try it 
on the piano. In one of his letters he 
speaks of a polonaise being ready in his 
head. 


These facts indicate that he composed 


mentally, although, no doubt, during 
the improvisations many themes oc- 
curred to him which he remembered and 
utilized. Some times the pictures in hie 
mind became so vivid as to form real 
hallucinations. Thus, it ia related that 
one evening when he was alone in the 
dark trying over the A major Polonaise, 
which he had just completed, lie saw 
the door open, and in marched a proces- 
sion of Polish knights and ladies in 
medieval costumes—the same, no doubt, 
that his imagination had pictured while 
ho was composing. He was so alarmed 
at tins vision that he fled through the 
opposite door and did i«)t venture to 
return. Another illustration of the re- 
lation between genius and insanity,— 
Chopin and Other Musical Essays- 
Henry T. Finck. 


Old Fables. 


An Egyptian fablo states that on one 


occasion a man had prepared a very 
savory pot of herbs, which a wall will- 
fully broke. 
The unfortunate animal 


was severely threshed for its interfer- 
ence, but when the man went to pick up 
the fragments of his prepared delicacy he 
found a venomous serpent concealed 
among them. 


A very similar story, in all probability 


arising out of the same fable, tells how a 
favorite falcon saved a king from swal- 
lowing a live serpent. His majesty had 
raised a drinking vessel, presumably one 
of the old stylo earthenware pots, to his 
lips, -when the faithful bird flew sudden- 
ly down, and throwing its full weight 
against the vessel, upset it. The king, 
in his wrath, killed the bird, whereupon 
he discovered that there had been a small 
serpent in the water, and that the mar- 
tyred bird had saved his life. 
In the 


Greek there is another story of this kind. 
A peasant liberated an eagle frorS the 
clutches of a dragon. The latter out of 
revenge poisoned some water which the 
peasant was about to drink, but the 
eagle showed its gratitude by upsetting 
the vessel and spilling its contents.—St, 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Electric Launches. 


Launches propelled by electricity are 


now common on the Thames. Hereto- 
fore the use of the steam launch has 
been attended with more or less discom- 
fort, but by means of electric storage 
batteries the distasteful features of com- 
mon navigation are done away with. 
The use of the storage batteries involves 
obtaining a supply of electricity when- 
ever this may be needed. To accomplish 
this floating electric power stations have 
been put at variouspoints on the river.— 
Detroit Free Press.
